Rosebushes. 


Quite frequently we find rosebushes 


not producing us fine large roses- as 
they did during other seasons. • Some-, 
thing is lacking, and If fertilizers hifvo 
been applied and these do not seem to 
bring out the good qualities something 
else is; needed. 


Perhaps the roses need iron. 
One 


thing is certain—a little iron will not 
hurt them. Try burying a few cans 
beneath the rosebushes. 
Mnsh them 


flat and bury them a few inches be- 
iieath the surface of the soil, near 
enough to the roots of the roses that 
the roots can secure some of the iron 
and carry It to the foliage and the 
flowers. 


From three to a half dozen cans to 


a bush is enough. The tin soon rusts 
off, and the thin sheet of iron will be 
rapidly gathered up by the action of 
Che elements, and It is surprising how 
soou a can will wholly disappear.—

Moving an Army. 


Some idea of the adequacy of the 


equipment of the railroads of the Unit- 
ed States for the movement of troops 
may be obtained from a statement pre- 
pared by an official of the quartermas- 
ter corps, L%ited States army. 


To move one field army of 80,000 


men, consisting of three Infantry di- 
visions, one cavalry division and a 
brigade, technically known as a bri- 
gade of field army troops—troops aux- 
iliary to the infantry and cavalry -di- 
visions—requires a total of 6,229 cars, 
made up into 306 trains with as many 
locomotives. These 6,229 cars would 
be made up of 2,115 passenger, 385 
baggage, 1,055 box, 1,899 stock and 775 
flat cars. 


This quantity of equipment repre- 


sents 0.7 of 1 per cent of the locomo- 
tives owned by American railroads, 
4.2 per cent of their passenger cars and 
0.2 of 1 per cent of their freight equip- 
ment.—American Industries. 


Teath of th«r What*. : 


Although the whale is a warm blood-

many seems to get early informa- 
tion of what we are going to do in- 
clines some of the men at the seat 
of government to believe that there 
-is a spy in the navy department, so 
highly placed that he has knowledge 
of the most 
confidential messages. 


the orders to ship commanders, not 
to be read till they cet to sea. 


Undoubtedly there 
are 
German 


spies, and they are very insidious 
and cunning. 
But we should not 


become spy crazy, as 
the English 


people did a few weeks after the 
opening of the war. 
We trust the 


government will go on hunting for 
spies, and we do not doubt that their 
usefulness •will be destroyed if they 
mre cctigfat- 
But we need not loofc 
under our beds every night in an- 
ticipation of finding a spy there. 


It has never been quite certain 


that the departure of the flotilla of 
destroyers was communicated to Ber- 
lin. The evidence on which the sus- 
picion rests is the mines strewn in 
front of a British port, and the Ger- 


mans have been deplorably indus- 
trious in planting mines in front ot 
British ports. 
They 
might 
have 


done that if they had not known that 
our destroyers were coming. 


The German submarines waylaid 


our expeditionary force outside of 
the barred zone, and it is thought 
that they know where the transports 
and the destroyers w ere to 
meet. 


They would naturally try 
to 
en- 


counter the transports before the de- 
stroyers armed, and it is assumed 
that they tried to do this, but they 
did not succeed. If they thought an 
expeditionary force was on the way 
they may well have cruised across 
courses leading to French ports with- 
out knowing any of the details of 
our naval plans. 


As to the departure of the expe- 


dition, that must have been, known 
to a great many people. You can't 
transport 
a large body of troops 


from the Mexican border and inter- 
ior points to a port, or ports, on the 
Atlantic, and put them and their 
belongings on a fleet of transports 
without the sight of a great many 
people. 
The news did not get into 


the newspapers, because they censor! 
themselves. 
But people 
who saw j 


these movements talked about them.j 
undoubtedly, and information thereof 
may naturally enough, and almost 
inevitably, have reached German* in 
this country, one of whom might 
have got the news to his own coun- 
try by way of neutral countries. 


It is not yet certain that Germany 


had advance information. If it did 
have, it is not necessary to suppose 
that German spies are placed high 
up in the war and navy departments 
But it is quite certain that it is much 
too easy for a German in the United 
States to get a message in cipher tc 
his own country, and a closer sur- 
veillance of telegrams and letters is 
imperative.

The desperation of 
Germany is

chance and every day it is dwindling.

ASSURE PURE MILK 


With the object of improving the 


quality of milk supplied to residents 
of Newark and vicinity, Dr. W. H. 
Knauss, health officer, and inspec- 
tors of the Licking Creamery com- 
pany, will demonstrate to milk-pro- 
ducers a simple, home-made farm 
steam sterilizer 
for dairy utensils, 


designed 
by 
the 
dairy division, 


United States department of agricul- 
ture. 
The demonstrations will be 


held in the rooms of the Licking 
Creamery company, which have been 
kindly donated by it for this pur- 
pose, from July 23, to July 30, each 
business day between 7 a. m. and 9 
a. m., and at such other hours as 
may be deemed bebt. 


Experiments conducted 
by 
the 


United States department of agricul- 
ture show that 
unstenlized 
milk 


cans,'pails, strainer cloths, and sep- 
arator parts contaminate clean milk 
and tend to make it sour more quick- 
ly; to spoil its flavor; and to give 
it a high bacterial count by the time 
it reaches the city. 
Ordinary wash- 


ing of utensils is not effective, as 
experiments Show that as many as 
eight billion bacteria may remain in 
a washed milk can, and that cans, as 
ordinary, washed, harbor millions of 
bacteria which affect all milk placed 
in them. 
The device, which is lent to the 


local 
authorities 
by 
the United 


States department of agriculture, is 
that described in Farmers' Bulletin 
748. The outfit can be made by tin- 
smiths at a -cost not to exceed $10. 
When place'd on an, ordinary range or 
over a two-burner oil _stove, which 
can be purchased for-$5, or less, this 
apparatus generates steam enough to 
sterilize ordinary dairy utensils; thus 
milk has a chance to reach market 
in satisfactory condition.

interested in preventing the spoiling 
of milk and in delivering a clean, 
sweet-flavored product are urged "to 
attend the demonstration.

the National Guard when it is draft- 
ed into the federal service 
The or- 


ganization of the national army will 
be on the same basis. 
It may be necessary also to draft 


enough men to fill up the regulars 
and National Guard to war strength, 
although no decision to this end has 
been reached as jet 
The regulars 


are now close to war strength and 
the guard units are recruiting rap- 
idlv. If possible, they will be com- 
pleted by the war volunteer system.
